The City Improvement society was 


formally organized at a meeting held 
in the municipal rooms on Wednes- 
day evening, the 4th inst. 
A large 


number of ladies and gentlemen prom- 
inent in Portsmouth business and so- 
cial cireles were in attendence, and 
marked enthusiasm was displayed. 


Wallace Hackett was appointed tem- 


porary chairman, ana in assort address 
stated the purposes of the meeting, 
and announced that he should call 
upon several of the business and pro- 
fessional men present for short ad- 
dresses. He further announced that 
Mrs. 
Sarah J. Hall, 
a 
well-known 


daughter of Portsmouth, who had for 
some time been connected with the 
famous Village Improvement society 
of North Andover, Mass., had prepared 
a paper describing in detail the good 
accomplished by such societies in oth- 
er towns and touching upon some of 
the more important things which may 
properly engage the attention ot the 
local society. 
Mrs. Hall's paper was comprehen- 


sive and interesting and its reading 
was given the closest attention. The 
full text of the paper is appended be- 
low. 


Mrs. 
Hall's Paper. 


The rapid growth of public senti- 


ment in favor of civic improvement is 
a marked feature of modern progress,. 
The possibilities within this subject 
we are here this evening to consider 
are far reaching and in the promotion 
of them, energy, integrity, practicable 
purpose and patience must 
he con- 


spicuous factors, but the good that 
will ultimately 
be 
wrought, 
it 
is 


hoped, the end in view ought to be an 
ncentive sufficiently strong to awak- 
en interest and enthusiasm in work so 
eminently desirable to do in this city. 


A recent writer upon the beauti- 


fying of town and city says that in 
the 
record 
of American 
progress 


toward the ideals of higher civiliza- 
tion, one of the most incouraging pag- 
s therein is that which gives an. ac- 
count of the gradual development of 


more beautiful life for the people. 


The love of the beautiful probably 
:xists in every human being and in 
some way strives for expression. To 
cultivate and direct this desire that 
reaches upward, to give it the means 
of intelligent utterance is one of the 
aims of civilization. To this end have 
:he College settlements been estab- 
lished, and the educated 
men 
and 


women who are living and teaching 
in the city districts where the poor 
make their homes could tell us many 
interesting things of this awakening 
of the esthetic sense in the hearts of 
those whose lack of 
training 
and 


squalid surroundings have shut out 
the knowledge of the beauty of clean- 
liness and order—the appreciation of 
ideals that uplift. All honor to those 
who have sought and are still seeking 
to improve the homes of the unletter- 
ed toilers of the earth! 


Until within the last fifteen or twen- 


ty years the embellishment of streets, 
parks and squares was confined chief- 
ly to the large cities—where park com- 
missions were established—and 
the 


public lands and in some cases the 
streets were placed under the control 
of men "who gave the subject careful 
consideration, and by aid of those 
whose profession enables them to ad- 
vise judiciously, 
fine results 
have 


been obtained—as those who have 
noted the beauty of the parks in the 
large cities can testify, but 
during 


the time above mentioned, the smal 
ler towns, the villages have taken up 
this work of beautifying 
their 
sur- 


roundings, and today many well-org- 
anized societies bespeak this inheicnt 
loss of the beautiful that needs but 
direction to make it take visible form. 


In 1853, a Village Imp. Soc'y, the 


first permanent association of the kind 
in the United States, wa« organized 
in the village of Stookbridgp, Mass., 
as a result of the untiring efforts of 
Miss Mary GCOBH Hopkins. It was la- 
ter incorporated under the name *>f 
the Laurel Hill association, btcaube 


in 1S34 a rocky hill covered 
with 


the iniountain laurel had been given 
by members of the Sedgewick family 
tor a pleasure ground. The work ac- 
complished in the improvement of the 
village has transformed it from the 
untidy condition common to New Eng- 
land as well as other American towns 
a half century ago, to one of the best 
ordered and moht attractive villages 
of the country. 
Toward the end of the seventh dec- 


ade of the century just past, this spir- 
it of improvement became more gen- 
erally noticeable, and public spirited 
people began to organize societies for 
this work of beautifying the streets 
and public places of village and town. 


In 1885 the Village Imp. association 


of North Andover was lormed by Mr. 
J. D. W. French, a man of means and 
leisure whose summer home was with- 
in its borders. This is one of the first 
societies ot this period, and the meth- 
ods of its management have served 
as models to several towns who have 
desired help in similar work. 


The hardy band of settlers who se- 


lected the site of this old town in the 
valley of the Merrimac two hundred 
fifty years ago set apart at once a tract 
of land common to all lor. pasturage, 
thus keeping their cattle within easy 
reach of protection Irom the hostile 
Indians, this being the original use 


the early New England com- 
of all 
mons. 


the. property was pledged by those 
interested in the obliteration of the 
unattractive habitation, and the bal- 
ance was secured from the proceeds 
of a lawn party, that netted between 
$400.00 and $500.00. 


These details are mentioned to show- 


that with enthusiasm, energy and or- 
ganized interest in an object of com- 
mon welfare, much 
can 
be 
done. 


Through the influence of this society 
building lines were secured, a most 
important matter in this city, where, 
I am told, no laws regulating the plac- 
ing of buildings exist. 


Arbor day is observed—the school 


children are interested in the suita- j 
ble recognition of the day, by a lecture j 
upon the wonders of the natural world, 
the habits of birds, bees or plants, and 
they are allowed to celebrate the day 
by planting trees under proper super- 
vision. 


• Improvement 
societies 
have 
in- 


creased rapidly during the past ten 
years. The sea-side resorts, Bar Har- 
bor, Kenncbunk; our neighbors. York 
and Rye, to say nothing of those more 
remote, plainly show that those who 
dwell within their gates appreciate 
the beauty of 
clean, 
well 
shaded 


streets and roads, well-kept umbrag- 
eous parks and believe in stimulating 
the pride of the people in their town. 


In New York a step still higher in 


the esthetic realm has been taken. A 
Municipal Art League 
was 
organ- 


ized in 1802 and incorporated in 1898. 


The objects of the society as set 


forth in its charter are "To provide 
adequate sculptural and pictorial dec- 
orations for the public buildings and 
parks in the city of New York, and to 
promote in every way the beautifying 
of its streets and public places. It fur- 
ther states that "Experience has im- 
pressed upon the society, the need 
of an opportunity to make the com- 
monplace factors of city life more at- 
tractive and artistic." 
It is believed 


that city pride would be thus stim- 
ulated and that in interesting the peo- 
ple in their city, and making it more 
pleasant^ more homelike and more 
attractive to them and to others lien 
the most direct route toward civic bet- 
terment, material, political and moral. 


In this movement which is toward 


a higher plane of living, what part 
does Portsmouth take? 


Is the hour at hand when the poo- 


pic of this time-honored city are ready 
to take hold of this work of improve- 
ment and make it a real tiling, make 
their city doubly more attractive than 
it is at present enhancing, not on its 
beauty but its commercial value? Are 
they ready to join hands with all who 
are willing to help with their substance 
or with their labor? To put this city 
in the cleanly, orderly, attractive con 
dition in which it should be. 


If asked what should be done to im 


prove the city, answers coulil be mad< 
that cleaner streets not only from ;u 
attractive but hygienic point of view 
would be of great value. The paper 
and hand bills flying in every dim 
lion—the wrappings from the store 
permitted to remain in the gutters 
tlie dust only partially subdued by tin 
present mode of sprinking—these evib 
can be successfully dealt with, if w< 
but study carefully and intelligently 
the most 
effective 
way.

Near this green field was the mar- 


ket place much frequented, when the 
inly road between Boston and 
the 


.ast. (Haverhill being the adjoining 


town) passed through Andover. In 
18S5 it was a barren waste of sandy 
and. the Post Office and store of that 
section were situated on the edge of 
this Sahara so that most of the towns 
people were there, daily, 
enduring, 


with what fortitude they could mus- 
ter, the discomfort of the clouds of 
dust. The first work of the associa- 
tion was done upon this old market 
place, requisite racls traversing it were 
left, but triangular and suitably shaped 
lots were prepared, loam placed upon 
them, grass and trees planted and 
today one may walk or drive 
with 


comfort through this well-shaded, at- 
tractive, adjunct to the common. A 
few years ago it was named Phillips 
square in honor of the family who 
endowed the academy, and whose old 
gambrel-roofcd house, now owned by 
a descendant, Mr. Wm. G. Brooks, the 
brother of the late lamented Bishop 
Phillips Brooks, stands not far away. 


The planting of trees on the streets 


and roadsides was begun, and is con- 
tinued to the present time. All those 
who by special care for the 
neat- 


ness of their surroundings manifested 
their interest, were encouraged to aid 
in the good work, 


A little later the improvement of the 


common was begun. Save for the fine 
trees upon it, it was unattractive, be- 
cause unkempt, uncared for, and en- 
croaching upon the western end of it 
was an old house in state! of disrepair. 


• To cut the new paths, to plant the 
groups of shrubs and trees intelligent- 
ly—the competent aid of a landscape 
architect for the 'Shady Hill Nursery 
was secured, and his plans closely 
followed. 
Only those whose profes- 


sion it is to design with due care for 
propostion and harmony can success- 
fully deal with tracts of land that arc 
to be beautified with shrubs, flower 
beds and trees. If a proper plan be 
provided, the work can' be done a lit- 
tle at a time, if necessary, as In this 
case, but with the harmonious whole 
in view. To remove the old house that 
marred the growing beauty of the com- 
mon was the wish of some members 
of the association, but with no funds 
but the yearly dues and those furnish- 
ed by tho ladies who gave entertain- 
ments from time to time, the task 
seemed a hopeless one. Undaunted 
by the magnitude of the undertaking 
the enthusiastic members of the asso- 
ciation began the work of raising tho 
money. It waa quickly done. A por- 
tion of the s>utn repaired to purchabc 


dependent in their beauty as virtue; set 
them where you will they adorn and 
need not adornment." Have we not 
need ot these? Surely we all enjoy 
tnc Jinetrcesupon Richards avenue, tha 
were set out by Mr. Harry Richards 
in ISGft. It \vas a labor of love, and 
in appreciation of this work which 
has added to the beauty of the world, 
the name of Auburn street, that it 
then bore was changed to its present 
one after its benefactor had laid down 
his life at the battle of Gettysburg. 


The organizers of this society that 


will tonight have its beginning, has 
no wish to interfere unduly with ex- 
isting laws, they desire to he allowed 
to operate with the officers of the city, 
especially with those in charge of the 
streets and by earnestness of their pur- 
pose and the 
good work they hope to 


do, to contend themselves to the peo- 
ple whose support they need. 


The importance of a large member- 


ship is apparent, and the first work 
to be done by those here assembled, 
is to induce every self respecting per- 
son within his reach to become a mem- 
ber. The payment of $1.00 per year 
entitles anyone to a place on the roll 
of the society, but we covet not only 
a large membership, but interest and 
cooperation. Let criticism be sparing- 
ly used, lor the promoters of this work 
have naught but the welfare of the 
city, the general good at heart, in the 
efforts they are making. 


Much generosity has been shown 


in the work done for the hospital and 
Children's home and other charities 
the two mentioned have been placed 
beyond the immediate need of funds. 
May not this work then be hopefully 
begun? 


The neglected trees, many of which 


die each year, and arc not replaced 
attest the need of the hands of love 
and knowledge. 


The untidy streets may quickly be 


transformed by the employment of 
a boys' brigade such as Colonel War- 
ring introduced to help 
clean 
the 


streets of New York should such plan 
be deemed feasible. The evil results 
of permitting everything to be placet:

of the city may be mitigated.

Tin3 aim and scope of this society 


mjierfectly set forth will, it is hoped,

before the body is worn out 


For the purpose of preventing the 


battering of the ends of the rail Mr. 
AT. E. Coyan of llomestead, Pa., has 
devised a rail only the ends of which 
are hardened. Mr. Coyan attains his 
result by treating the rails when hot 
with a case hardened fluid and tbon 
with a tempering fluid. 


A Xew Emergency Brake. 


A new emergency brake for electric 


cars is described In a recent issue of 
the London Electrical Review. It con- 
sists of four "shoes" of oak or beech, 
two being placed between the wheels 
just over the rails on each side of the 
car. A small compressed air cylinder 
Is placed over each one and connected 
to It by a piston rod. A supply of 
c~mprepsed air is maintained by a 
pump run from one of the car axles. 
When it 5s necessary to apply the 
brake suddenly, the motorman simply 
touches a lever. Instantly all four Of 
the brake shoes nre jammed strongly 
down against the rails. 


A Tracltl«-«» Trolley. 


"A trackless trolley" system, fie 


first of its kind in America, Is being 
installed in Franklin, N. II. In this 
system in place of the usmil overhead 
trolley wire there are two side wires 
which eene the ordinary purpose of 
the overhead wire and rail. Two trol 
ley poles connect the car with tht- 
wires, allowing piny enough for the 
car to deviate about ten feet when 
need be from Its ordinary course.

alarm signal .which has been declared 
practicable by W..S. Preecc. chief of 
the British post telegraph system, and 
other experts.

Its chief points are 
thus enumerated by a foreign author- 
ity: 


"The objects of the new »jrstem are 


to save life and property and lessen 
flre and water damage by giving the 
earliest possible alarm; Indicating the 
extent, position and course of the flre; 
summoning employees and the brigade. 
Its value Is derived from the logical 
employment of unfailing natural forces 
—heat, gravitation and electricity— and 
it combines effectiveness and simplic- 
ity to a degree never before attained. 


"The detecter Is a copper wire which 


runs near the celling, the whole length 
of the room. At its center a small 
carbon Is suspended over a pair of 
platinum terminals, all suitably pro- 
tected and hardly perceptible, and 
when the temperature implying dan- 
ger Is reached the inevitable expansion 
of the v>lro allows the carbon and 
platinum to close an electric circuit, 
which instantly sets the alarm gong 
ringing and automatically telegraphs 
to the nearest fire station. Upon an 
Indicator the position and extent of 
the outbreak are shown, and if it 
spreads its course is indicated. Non- 
oxidizing dustproof contacts and rella- 
blo Morye transmitters are employed, 
and, if preferred, a closed circuit can 
be opened by the same device. 


"This is the only system not tied to 


an unalterable call point, whicii pro- 
vides for natural bent fluctuations, <lii<- 
to seasons, industrial operations, grate 
fires or Jllumlnants. This is effected 
automatically and inevitably by the 
obedience of a metal counterpoise to 
the lnw» of expansion and contraction 
which govern the detecting wire and 
which raise the hlgnallng point in sum- 
mer and reduce it in winter. A Ore 
breaking out affects the wire before its 
counterpoise, while a seasonal or grad- 
ual riso or fall produces unison of 
movement, and there is the wane ap- 
proximate margin between the normal 
temperature- and danger at all times 
and seasons of the year.

Ilerr August Matltsch of Vienna, It Is 
stated, will influence the lace manufac- 
turing Industry. 
The machine, says' 


Scientific American, makes genuine 
lace of such a quality as to bo abso- 
lutely, indistinguishable from 
hand- 


made lace. The apparatus is based on 
the principle of the English twist lace 
machine, but is provided with a mech- 
anism which makc-s it possible to move 
each carriage and each needle inde- 
pendently. The machine is a complete 
substitute for the pillow and other, ap- 
pliances for hand lace making. 


Aluminium Saiv Handle*. 


Aluminium saw handles are being In- 


troduced which are said to be both 
lighter and stronger than those of 
wood. There are several shapes, but 
they are all made of thin sheet metal 
worked into the desired form and sup- 
plied with perforations for tbe purpose 
of enabling workmen to get a secure 
bold of the tool. One of the designs 
offered is adjustable, so that the right 
hand side of the handle Is flush with 
the saw, permitting the operator to 
work close to the floor or in other In- 
convenient places. 


Oar Shoe Industry. 


According to the census, there are 


1,600 boot and shoe factories In this 
country, employing 143,000 men, using 
$170,000,000 worth of materials a year 
and turning out products worth at 
wholesale ?2G1,000,000. On the average 
the wholesale price of a pair of shoes 
represents about 22 per cent In wages, 
05 per cent materials and 13 per cent 
minor expenses and profits.

tained they yield, especially when of 
steel, to tbe corrosive Influences of the 
atmosphere and rain, says London En- 
gineering. Tho degree of this effect de- 
pends, first* on the details of tbe con- 
struction.

such as those of box girders, narrow 
Rpncos between gussets, hollows under 
troughs* etc. The maintenance engineer 
has not always much influence upou 
the drawing office.

rosion varies greatly according to the 
amount of salt of gases in the at- 
mosphere. 
Thirdly, the corrosion of 


steel Is about twice that of iron. In 
spite of all these adverse influences 
there is no reason for huge increase1 of 
aieu or for panic as to the use of steel. 


In a district liable to salt fog from 


the North sea Htecl girders can be main- 
tained by painting them once in three 
years, but the following extra thickness 
is recommended In engineering to pro- 
vide for all pGntlngoncics: Plates hav- 
ing both surfaces exposed, such as 
webs, gussets, end jilatcs. etc., to be 
allowed one-eighth inch extra; plates 
having only one surface exposed, such 
UR outer flange plates, one-sixteenth 
inch; plates entirely covered, such as 
internal llange plates, need no more 
than their static requirements. Lower 
flanges usually rust most, but may be 
specially protected with concrete filling. 
The cnlef difficulties with rust spaces 
arc at the floor attachments. The prac- 
tice of leaving loose ballast over the 
metal IB fatal. 
Sooner or later it be- 


comes a sponge concealing a mass of 
corrosion. 
Bituminous concrete Is no 


use when exposed to tbe sun. The best 
preservation known to the writer is fine 
cement concrete (about 4 to 1), well 
rammed and coated, when not exposed 
to the sun, vita asphalt between layers 
of brattice cloth. 


A Ctty Fncl Oil Pipe System. 


Delivering fuel oil to houses and fac- 


tories just us gas and water are de- 
livered now, through pipe systems, is 
one of the schemes which are said to 
have been prompted by the latest oil 
discoveries in the United States. Ac- 
cording to Cassicr's Magazine, an of- 
fer has been made for a city water- 
works, with the view of closing It for 
water purposes nnd reopening it for 
the oil business. The present reservoir, 
which will hold about 20,000,000 gal- 
lons. Is to be converted into an oil tank, 
and the mains are to be used for carry- 
Ing the oil at a minimum cost to con- 
sinners. It would only be necessary to 
turn on tho water cocV to get as much 
oil as the consumer noodcd. With the 
reported money Interests backing tbo 
project this would seem to be entitled 
to rather more than passing considera- 
tion.

Hweet applo trees and obtained woven 
barrels of sap that was far superior to 
that taken from maple trees.

"In many instances the twentieth 


century family devotes 70 per cent of 
ts living expenses to the task of keep- 
ng out the dirt," said Ellen II. Rich- 
irds of the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology before the Association of 


ollegiate Alumnae in Boston recently. 
"The keynote of cleanliness is the 


jreventlon of dust," said the speaker. 
'Under modern conditions as civiliza- 
lon advances the standard of cleanli- 
ness becomes higher. One great trouble 
s that we do not seem to consider our 
neighbors' welfare. We shake our dust- 
ers out of the windows and take our 
carpets out Into the back yard to beat 
hem, and the dust, instead of being 
disposed of, Is simply put into circula- 
ion to do mischief elsewhere. 
The 


dusters should be washed and the car 
pets beaten on the housetops, where the 
•wind would have a chance to carry the 
germs away and drop them Into the 
sea. 


'The thing is to keep the dust out of 


the house. It would be a good thing if 
we took off our shoes before entering 
the home, but the necessity of this 
could be obviated by the wearing of 
wooden pattens. Long skirts are an- 
other great aid to uncleanliness In the 
iou&e. 


'The open air fruit stand should be 


abolished while our sticets nre kept ns 
dirty as at present. An Interesting ex- 
perience was made recently in this. A 
pint of various fruits was picked at 
random from one stand, washed nnd 
the washings were analyzed. From that 
fruit 140,000,000 germs were secured. 
All fruits that do not have perfectly 
smooth surfaces afiord lodgings for mi- 
crobes. Papers strewn about the stre'.-ts 
are a?so dangerous disseminators of 
disease."

A SKYROCKET FOR WAR. 


American Invention That Scatters 


Bullet* In All Directions. 


Joseph J. Mclntyre of Brooklyn has 


received a certificate of patent on a 
new destructive projectile which is cal- 
culated to work great havoc In time of 
war. 
Mr. Mclntyre's Invention is a 


war rocket He took out his first pat- 
ent on this idea more than a year ago, 
and at that time Assistant Secretarj 
of War Melklejohn pronounced Mr. 
Mclntyre's projectile the best he had 
ever seen. The Brooklyn inventor has 
been bard at work on Improvements 
o the device upon which he obtained 
he first patent and now has a rocket 
which he regards as nearly perfect as 
uch a device can be made. 
The war rocket as designed by Mr. 
tfclntyre has a very definite and 
somewhat restricted use in time of 
war, but at the same time it fills a gap 
•which no other engine of warfare 
ouches upou. Rockets have been used 
'or many years for signaling at night, 
jut Mr. Mclntyre has succeeded in 
adapting them to be used as destruc- 
ive projectiles. 
Mr. Mclnts're's rock- 


et Is a small, easily carried, self pro- 
pelling bomb. It is Intended for use 
n dislodging the enemy from points of 
vantage, such as treetops, trenches and 
redoubts not open to the direct fire of 
small arms. 


The principle upon which the war 


rocket works is very much the same 
as that of a bomb combined with an 
ordinary skyrocket. 
The method of 


construction is as ingenious as it ia 
simple.

Several severe experiments have re- 


cently been made in Christiania with a 
new electro magnetic gun invented by 
Professor Birkcland. The electric con- 
nection between the battery and the 
gun Is made in less than a second by 
the aid of a current breaker. The fea- 
ture of tills weapon is that no noise ac- 
companies Its firing. 


In the trials, as described by a writer 


In The Scientific American, the electric 
spark was soon, followed by a loud re- 
port which was caused by the Impact 
of the projectile, a one pound shell, on 
a wood en, 'target, which was penetrat- 
ed. The gun works magnetically. The 
shell is drawn out of the bore and not, 
as hitherto, impelled by gunpowder. 


The use of magnetism as a motive 


power, according to Professor Birke- 
Jand, will enable thousand pound shell* 
to be hurled much farther than by tho 
Old fashioned methods. This is by no 
means the first gun with which at- 
tempts have been made to 'fire shells 
by magnetic means, but no electro 
magnetic gun has yet succeeded in ful- 
filling the requirements which were 
claimed for It, so that Professor Blrke- 
Innd's further experiments will be fol- 
lowed ,wltb great Interest. 


Oldr.it Piece of Writing.

cently come into possession of what Is 
regarded ns Ihe oldest piece of "writing 
In the world. It Is not a manuscript 
but a fragment of a vase which was 
broken In the raid on the ancient city 
of Nippur.

•tuple Device That Ciut Be IU«ra-*d 


Up f,t Amy Home. 


One of The Scientific American staff 


has devised a very simple and Inex- 
pensive apparatus for cutting initials, 
monograms and ornamental borders or 
bands on glass articles, such as tum- 
blers, bottles, hand mirrors, etc., with 
emery powder. 


When a letter or the liie Is to be cut 
n the glass, the glass may be held sta- 
:lonary by any suitable means and 
then all that is. necessary is about three 
pounds of i!iedlum grade emery and a 
lunnel having a tube from four to five 
'eet long and one-fourth of an inch in 
diameter. Tbe Initial ie cut through a 
paper stencil, which is fastened to the 
lass with mucilage or held In place by 
rubber bonds. 
The emery, falling 


through tbe tube and striking on the 
•xposed glass, will cut It quite rapidly, 
ind three or four runnings of the 
emery will form tho cut sufficiently 
deep. It may be stated that the ste«»-il 
should be a trifle larger than the de- 
sired cut in the glass. 


To cut an ornamental band on a pob- 
et, tumbler or bottle the work should

rotated slowly about fu-o inches be- 


low the funnel tube. The turning, of 
course, raay be done by hand, but tlrs 
will be somewhat tiresome and thus 
tend to lessen one's interest in tho 
work. 
A boy with a little skill can 


rig up an old clockwork to do the turn- 
ing or the device now described may 
be constructed from material found 
about the house. 


It consists of a suitably mounted 


spindle, having a block of wood or a 
large cork on one end to fit snugly in 
the tumbler so as to support it, and 
also secured on the spindle is a drum, 
conveniently a large spool, from which 
a cord extends fo connection with a 
fixed double pulley and a movable dou- 
ble pulley to which the actuating 
weight is attached. 
If it is not con- 


venient to procure pulleys, plates of 
metal or even of wood may be pierced 
with holes, through which the cord 
may pass, as shown in the cut, but ob- 
viously pulleys are preferable because 
of the smaller friction and wear on the 
cord, which last may be a small fish- 
line. 


When It is desired to inspect the 


progress of the work, the flow of emery 
may be cut off by a small cork attached 
to a string. When the string is loosen- 
ed, the weight of the emery will force 
the cork into tbe upper end of the fun- 
nel tube. The spindle should be pro- 
vided with a crank for convenience in 
rewinding tbe cord, and during the re- 
winding tbe work of tbe emery may 
continue. 


M. L. Cailletet has presented to the 


French Academy of Sciences a process 
for frosting and engraving on glass and 
crystal by the use of gelatin. 
The 


process consists of simply painting on a 
strong, hot solution of glue, which Is al- 
lowed to dry. As it dries it contracts, 
and the adhesion of the glue to the 
surface of tbe glass is suflSciently 
strong to tear off layers of the surface, 
leaving a beautifully frosted design. 
Py a mixture of 0 per cent or less of 
potash, alum or various other crystal- 
line chemicals very beautiful crystal- 
line patterns are obtained.

in 20 years the job printers of Chica- 
go will have their wages raised simul- 
taneously in all the job printing shops 
in the city. Typographical union, No. 
16, to 'which the men belong, always 
have been averse to a strike, and suc- 
ceeded in getting the raise in wages 
without ope. More than 1,800 men will 
be benefited by the increase. The prin- 
ters have been getting $18 a week for 
their work, and demanded $19.50. This 
was given them. They have had one 
apprentice to every 10 men, and the 
eimployers have been anxious to cut 
this down to one for every five. On 
this point the two parties could not 
agree, and so the matter was left to 
arbitration.

creased wages and fewer apprentices 
began three weeks ago, and 
for the 


first time in years the word strike was 
used in the council of the union. This 
was agreed upon if the demands were 
not acceded to, and the proprietors 
were told the fact.

Thcso 
were freely visited by infects. Bnt ar:i- 
flcial flowers made of colored material 
wore neglected, oven when supplied 
with bouoy. 


"In further support of bis views Pro- 


fessor Platran is able to bring forward 
tho following facts us to tho habits t f 
insects in visiting flowors: They will 
piiBH freely and with apparent indiffer 
euco from ono color to another of va- 
rieties of the Kanio species growing to 
gother iu our gardeiiH; they vibitagriMit 
number of groon aud greenish colored 
flowers; thorc aro many Hiimll and it 
conspicuous flowors which aro alho fret 
ly visited. Such ia a brief outline ct 
Professor Plateau's observations and ox 
porirncnts, from which ho believes him 
self justified in drawing the couclublot 
that sight plays n vory subordinate par 
in attracting insects to flowers. Their 
bearing on thc theory of thc insect ori^li

raay bo that the smokestack of an estab- 
lishment Is worn out and that the boiler 
ia not and that a secondhand staok 
would last out tho life of the boiler. In 
such a case tbo nser would got a second- 
hand stack if be could find one suitable. 
Secondhand stacks may bo used with 
various temporary plants fiet up by con- 
tractors and others. A smokestack may 
bo blown down iu n windstorm and the 
user supply, the place of it with one 
bought secondhand. 


A steel or iron stack costs about half 


tig much as a brick stack. A secondhand 
frou Htack costs about half as much as a 
»ew one. Stacks of metal are made now 
usually of eteel. The steel used costs 
now less than wrought iron. There is 
un increasing nso of Bieel instead of 
brick stacks. Steel stacks up to- 0 and 7 
feet in diameter would be classed an 
jjortable stacks; large* stacks would bo 
of more or less perniamopt character. 
Steel fcinokestackB are now made up to 
']8 feet in diameter. Very largo smoke- 
blacks may be lined with brick. 


Secondhand smokestacks up to 2 feet 


iu diameter aro likely to be found in 
lock iu the yard of the dealer in eecond- 
liand boilers tsud machinery, and he ia 
ikely to havo stacks of larger sizes olsc- 
v.'here.

Edgar Btoddard, Who Was Driving 


Tha Horse, Receives Two 


Ugly Scalp Wounds. 


The most serious runaway for a 


long time 
occurred 
on 
Congress 


street, a few minutes after twelve 
o'clock today. 
Edgar Stoddard and 


Councilman Laurie Britton had just 
driven out of Stoddard's stable, at the 
corner of Congress 
and 
Vaughan 


streets, in a light carriage, drawn by 
a powerful gray horse, when the ani- 
mal took fright and bolted. 


Stoddard vaiuly attempted to re- 


gain control of the 
animal 
which 


dashed wildly up the street, and col- 
lided with a team standing in front of 
the store of Baldwin A. Reich. 
Both 


the men were thrown out of the car- 
riage, but Stoddard was thrown free 
and clear, and escaped with no more 
serious injury than two rather ugly 
looking scalp wounds. 
Britton, how- 


ever, fell under the horse's feet, and 
was trampled upon arid kicked by the 
excited animal. 


He was rescued from his dangerous 


plight as soon as possible, by the the 
bystanders, and both he and Stoddard 
were carried upstairs to the office of 
Dr. W. O. Junkins, nearby. 


Here it was ascertained that Brit- 


ton's injuries were very serious, al- 
though a complete examination was 
not attempted at that time. His right 
breast bore the marks of one of the 
horse's hoofs, and there was other 
tangible evidence of the terrible pun- 
ishment he must: nave received. 


Stoddard was considrably dazed as 


the result of the fall and the blow on 
thp head, but he soon recovered and 
his wounds were dressed. 


After ascertaining as tar as possi- 


ble, the extent of Britton's injuries, 
Ilr. Junkins directed that the ambu- 
lance be summoned, and the sufferer 
was taken to his home on
